TRADITIONALLY, leg ulcers 
have been troublesome for older 
men and women. 
Due, as a rule, to some disturb- 
ance in the circulation produced 
by enlarged or varicose veins, they 
stubbornly resisted healing despite 
all that doctors could do. Further­ 
more, they showed a tendency to 
spread so that, often large areas of 
the leg would be transformed into 
running sores and the unfortunate 
patient would be confined to bed 
for long, weary month* ,or even 
years. 
Now , recent work dona by Doc­ 
tors Ruben Nomland and Evelyn 
O. Wallace of Iowa City, gives 
hop* of quick and easy cure of this 
troublesome condition. 
* 


Skin Crafting 
For many years, these ulcers, 
when larger than two inches in 
diameter, have been treated with 
•kin grafting of the type known 
as pinch grafting because it is 
done with many tiny bits of skin 
rather than one large sheet. Some­ 
times, however, these grafts re­ 
fuged to take and it was felt that 
this failure was perhaps due to in­ 
fection of the ulcer with certain 
types of germs. 
For this reason Dm. Nomland 
and Wallace made cultures from 
ulcers in a number of patients to 
determine the type of germs pres­ 
ent. They decided that the ehief 
cause of the trouble was the hemo­ 
lytic streptococcus and the hemo­ 
lytic staphylococcus. 
When either one of these type* 
of germs was present, the grafts 
usually took well but if both were 


present the results wert poor. 
They decided that the use of anti­ 
septic preparations on the ulcer 
w ould not control the infection but, 
perhaps, giving one of the sulfon­ 
amide drugs by mouth would suc­ 
ceed. They gave sulfathiazole three 
day* previous to and three day* 
after the skin graft* and attained 
good results. 
Develops Rashes 
However, many of the patients 
developed "kin rashes because they 
were sensitive to tho sulfathiazole. 
When penicillin became available, 
they decided to try it in place of 
the sulfath.azole. 
The treatment whieh Dm. Nom­ 
land and Wallace use *s c irried out 
as follows. A test is made to de­ 
termine the g'Tms in the ulcer, 
and then the ulcer is bandaged 
with dressings kept wet with a 
boric acid solution. After four to 
nine days, a second culture is 
taken. This culture usually shows 
the same type of germs present as 
when the first culture was made, 
that is, the hemolytic streptococcus 
and staphylococcus. 
They give penicillin by injection 
into a muscle every three I ars 
for from one to two days. A ti r I 
culture is then taken, and usually 
shows that no germs are present in 
the ulcer. The skin graft is then 
done. A dry gauze dressing if put 
on and bandaged firmly in place. 
After the skin graft, the peni­ 
cillin ^ continued for from one to 
three days depending on the sever­ 
ity of the original infection. 
This type of treatment was suc­ 
cessful in all nine of the ea t# 
treated.
